When the bill to consolidate the 
North Carolina Narrow Guage Railroad 
with the Chester & Lenoiz Narrow 
Guage Railroad of S. C., came up Mr. 
Houston made the fcllowing remarks : 

Inasmuch as this bill has not been 
bcfore a Committee of the House, it 
having passed the Senate, and as it was 
& matter of considerable interest, not 
only to my constituents, but to several 
countics in South Carolina, as well as in 
this State, I desire to submit this brief 
statement of its provisions, viz: 

It authorizes the Carolina Narrow 
Gauge Railroad Company, upon consent 
of the stockholders of paid company, 
to consolidate with the Chester and Le- 
noir Narrow Gauge Railroad Company, 
of South Carolina, as well as with any 
other narrow gauge railroad company 
that may be chartered by that State, to 
build a railroad from Chester to the 
North Carolina line. 

2nd. The question of consolidation 
shall be submitted to the stockholders 
of the Carolina Narrow Guage Railroad 
Company, within six months from the 
passage of this act. 

3rd, The consolidated company may 
assume such corporate name as the 
stockholders of the two companies may 
agree upon. 

There is nothing, that I know of at 
all objectionable in this bill; its object 
being the creation of railroad facilities 
for a very es portion of the 
the State. I trust it will be allowed to 
pass to its several readings to-day.

This case having been submitted ty 
the parties upon the facts agreed withs 
out action, ant having heard the argu- 
ments of counsel for plaintifts and des 
fendants, I decide as follows: 

The city of Raleigh being a muni- 
cipal corporation organized and acting 
under a charter granted by the State, 
which is made part of the case agreed, 
claims the right. under section 9, art. 
VII, of the State Constitution and its 
charter above referred to, to levy a tax 
upon all solvent credits and securities 
held by persons residing in said city. 
The plaintiffs contend that the city 
authorities have no such power but can 
only tax property in the now limited 
sense, excluding from the meaning of 
the word property the choses in action 
and securities spoken of above. 

The case does not contain the aflida- 
vits required by sec. 315, C.C. P., to 
show that the controversy is real and 
the proceedings in good faith to deter- 
miae the right of the parties, and is 
Otherwise imperfectly stated. 
the controversy is no doubt real and 1n- 
volves questions of importance and in- 
terest to the parties, I will proceed to 
decide it according to my view of the 


But as 


The case is: The plantiffs are citizens 
and residents within the corporate 
limits of the city of Raleigh, over whom 
and their property the authorities of 
said city have legal power and authority 
under the constitution and laws of the 
arties own certain sol- 
vent credits and securities upon which 
the city authorities have assessed a tax 
for city purposes. The amount and 
kind of this property and tax assessed 
arc not stated. The question is there- 
fore presented, have the authorities of 
the city a right to levy a tax for city pur- 
poses upon the solvent credits and se- 
curities owned by the plantiffs and 
others and like conditions. Sec. 9,Art. 7, 
of the constitution provides that “all 
taxes levied by any county, city, town 
or township shall be uniform and ad- 
valorem upon all property in the same 
except property exempt by this consti- 
It is contended for the defen- 
dants that this is a constitutional rro- 
vision for the taxation of all property 
by the city authorities aad providing 
further the way in which this tax shall 
be levied. For the plaiutiffs it is con- 
tended the word property here used 
must be taken in its restricted sense and 
was not intended to embrace choses in 
action and securities of the kind men- 
tioned or intended herein. 

My opiniun is, that this section was 
intended to declare simply the manner 
in which municipal corporations should 
levy texes, to wit: that they should be 
“uniform and advalorem,” and not to 
declare the subjects to be taxed by them. 
This was to be done by other parts of 
the Constitution where the general sub- 
ject of taxation was treated of and pro- 
vided for, and by general laws passed 
under the Constitution by the Legisla- 
ture on thissubject. And by Sec. 4, 
Art. 8, general power is giyen to the 
Legislature to provide for the organiza- 
tion of cities, towns, etc., and to restrict 
their power of taxation, etc. This seems 
to give general control to the Legisla- 
ture on the subject of municipal corpo- 
rations, andthe Leglslature may under 
it restrict the power of taxation by these 
corporations asit may think proper, 
due regard being had to other parts of 
My epinion, there- 
fore, is, that the right of the defendants 
to levy this tax does not depend on, and 
is not controlled by the said 9th Section

By Mr. Powell, a resolution asking 
our Senators in Congress to use their 
influence in securing the passage of the 
Educational Bill now pending in the 
United States Senate, was taken up and 
passed. 

The resolution providing for the 
raising of a joint committee to cancel 
and burn the vouchers in the Auditor’s 
office, taken up and passed.

Under a suspension of the rules Mr. 
Cunningham called up the bill to amend 
chapter 185, laws of 1868~’69, in regard 
totownship.

Under a suspension of the rules Mr. 
Grandy called up his bill to charter the 
North Carolina Construction Company, 
stating that it was secondary to the 
charter granted the New York, Norfolk 
and Charleston Railway Compeny, and 
was necessary to facilitate the construc 
tion of the above road. 

Mr. Dunham could not support the 
bill for several reason’s. First he did not 
see why such a charter would be neces- 
sary, When the charter of the railroad 
named gave it the power it asked for. 
Second it was granting excessive power 
to foreign corporations, &. 

Mr. Grandy replicd at a considerable 
1ength, asking the opponents of the bill 
to show where the power was excessive, 
and he would go against it. Also he (Mr. 
Dunham) could offer an amendment to 
cover his obj.ctions. He (Mr. Grandy) 
could not see where the power was ex 
cessive, and would support the bill. 

Mr. Dunham replied that he was op 
posed to the bill in toto. He did not 
wish to occupy the time of the Senate 
in discussion of the bill, and would 
merely say he was opposed to the bill 
upon principle and fora number of 
other reasons, 

Mr. Murphy replied at considerable 
length, suying these important bills 
should be discussed. He favored the 
bill, and denounced the action of mém- 
bers in opposing all matters if a foreign 
name happened to eppear in the char- 
ter. 

Mr. Merrimou opposed the bill, ex- 
plaining reasons therefor, 

Mr. Flemming advocated its passage. 

Mr. Stilley opposed its indefinite post- 
ponement; that if there were objections 
to the bill he thought it best to refer the 
bill to the Committee, but as its indefi- 
nite postponement would be virtually its 
defeat, he could not support tbe mo- 
tion. 

Mr. Grandy rose a second time “to 
explain,” replying to several objections 
brought forward by the opponents of 
the bill. 

Mr. Norwood, at considerable length, 
opposed the bill, terming it a monstrous 
excess of powcr that was asked for. 
He referred to the various sections of 
the bill to sustain his argument. 

Mr. Troy called tor the previous ques-

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A RELIC OF BARBARISM. 
Usury laws are denounced in Gov. 


Dix’s message to the New York Legis- 
lature as relics of barvarism. Some o! 
the ablest papers in the ceuntry, both 
North and South, are demanding their 
repeal. 

In the Northern States, where the 
restrictions on morey have been remov- 
ed, the most advantageous results have 
followed. The law has been changed 
in obedience to the demands o! the 
agricultural interests, and the cvils that 
were predicted from a repeal of usury 
statutes have not been realized. 

Six years ago, the usury law was re- 
pealed in Massachusetts and an act 
passed, fixing the legal rate at six per 
cent. but leaving partics free to contract 
at any rates that might be specificd in 
the agreement. Connecticut and Rhode 
Island have passed similar laws, as have 


also several of the Western States, and 


the consequence has been that borrowers 
have been benefited, and the rate of 
interest bas been diminished. 

We have already quoted from the 
New York Journal of Commerce an edi- 
torial, sustaining Gov. Dix’s position, 
The New York Post, as well as the Worl./, 
takes the same ground. 

The Post shows plainly that the usury 
luws of New York have proved highly 
pernicious to the commercial interests 
of that State. The law is very stringent 
against those who take more than the 
legal rates, but notwithstanding the se- 
vere penalties, money-lerders “daily 
defy the law and enrich themselves.” 
Seven per cent. is the legsel rate in New 
Yerk, and no one is aliowed to charge 
more, without incurring punishment for 
a violation of the law. The Post gives 
the following practical illustration of 
the manner in which the statute is 
evaded with impunity, showing thee vil 
effects of restrictions on moncy: 

“For six weeks preceding January 
1st, the average rate in Wall street on 
loans, with approved collateral securi- 
ties, was 23 per cent. The scrupulous 
part of the money-lenders there sever 
accept more than seven per cent., gold, 
but their money is taken by those who 
defy the penalties of the law, and is 
lent at such enormous rates as pay them 
for the risk taken. With the usury law 
repealed, a vast amount of capital now 
taken at seven per cent. by the Shylocks 
to lend again at usurious rates, would 
compete in the loan market for employ- 
ment with other funds, and the rate 
would be kept down. We should never 
see such rates as 4,} and 4 of one per 


cent. per day. equivalent to forty-tive 
ninety and fifteen per cent. per annum.” 


The New York World says, editorial- 


ly 

“It is simply preposterous to talk 
about the anti-Usary laws really pro- 
tecting any one, even if he needed pro- 
tection, which we deny that he does. 
If the so-called Jaw is in the way, it is 
broken, or it leads to some more waste 
ful mode of obtaining the necessary 
loan. The laws fixing a certain rate ot 
interest, and declaring that no one shall 
deal in money at ahigher rate, no 
matter what may be his necessitics or 
condition of the market, are just as 
preposterous as a law fixing thie price 
of a man’s overcoat would be.” 


The Baltimore Gazette, one of the 
ablest papers in the South, commenting 
on the above extracts from the Post and 
World, says: 

“Here in Maryiand, we are peculiarly 
situated. Our laws fix the legal rate at 
six percent, In New York, the legal 
rate is seven per cent. In Ohio, the 
rate may be fixed by agreement between 
the parties, and even in the District of 
Columbia, Congress has legalized all 
contracts for money up to ten per cent. 
We are thus subject to drain on all 
sides, and it is incalculable the amount 
of the money that leaves the State an- 
nually in consequence of our rate of 
interest being inflexibly fixed by law at 
sixfper cent., and the necessity that thus 
arises of either violating the law or 
risking its penalties.” 

The Gazette then proceeds to show 
that the apprehensions of people living 
in the country, that they would be com- 
pelled to pay a higher rate if money 
was free, is a great mistake. The law 
is constantly evaded, and the borrowers 
are counpelicd to pay more than the law 
allows. If money was unrestricted, 
competition would be stimulated, and 
large sums now annually sent from the 
State for more profitable investment, 
would be kept at home. 


North Carolina is in the same situation 
with Maryland. Virginia allowstwelve 
per cent and our State eight, on special 
contracts. Our surplus capital is con- 
stantly flowing to Virginia for invest- 
ment. | 

In behalf of the borrowers of money, 
in behalf of the agricultural interests of 
North Carolina, we ask the Legislature 
cither to adopt the Virginia law allow- 
ing twelve per cent on special contracts, 
or remove all restrictions on special 
agreements for money—keeping the 
legal rate, in the absence of any under- 
standing to the cuntrary, at six per 
cent. 


The wumber of Brigham Young’s 
wives, according to Miss Sara Alex - 
ander, late ot Utah, who is lecturing in 
the West, has becn greatly overesti- 
mated.

‘sCLOSER THAN A BROTHER.”’ 

Although bis term of office expired 
on the first of the present month, Mr. 
McIver, like Gen. Jackson, “takes the 
responsibility” and remains in office. 
He refuses to surrender the position of 
Superintendent of Public Instruction to 
the Governor’s appointee, Hon. Kemp 
P. Battle. Mr. McIver isa lawyer as 
well as a school teacher, but it remains 
to be seen whether the reasons he gives 
for his singular action will hold water 
before the Courts. : 

Office sticketh closer to this ex-pro- 
fessor of the Uinversity (?) than the 
dearest brother.— Wilmington Star. 

We regret that the new Superinten- 
jent of Public Instruction should be 
embarrassed at the threshold of his 
duties by the entanglement of technical 
Constitutional points, which have been 
raised touching the legality ot his ap- 
pointment. But inasmuch as_ the 
question has armsen, we would be glad 
to have it decided by the Supreme 
Court, su that the meaning of the Con- 
stitution may be established. 

Certainly the Constitution did not in- 
tend to continue Ashley’s term longer 
than January Ist, 1873. Mr. 
McIver was appointed by Gov. Cald- 
well to fill the yacancy caused by Ash- 
ley’s resigration. The person who was 


elected to succeed Ashley died before 


qualifying. Mr. Battle has been ap- 
pointed to fill the term for which the 
deceased was elected. But Mr. McIver 
contends, as the individual elected did 
not qualify, therefore he had no proper- 
ty in the office, and his death could not 
cause a vacancy; but that the old ap- 
pointee is continued in office, and is 
entitled to hold it until his successor is 
“elected and qualified,” according to the 
language of the State Constitution. 

Such a construction seems to us a 
violation of the spirit and intent of the 
law, however the language of the Con- 
stitution may appear to sustain it. The 
question will probabiy be decided by 
the Supreme Court during its present 
term, and the sooner the decision is 
made the better 1t will be for the State. 

The act of Governor Caldwell in ap- 
pointing Mr. Battle has called forth 
general approval from our Conservative 
exchanges, and the Radical papers 
that censure the Governor for not se— 
lecting one or his own party, speak of 
Mr. Battle’s fitness and ability for the 
position in high terms. 


CORRUPTION IN SOUTH CARO=- 
LINA. 


The Congressional on 
Elections have made their report to the 
House in the case of C. C. Bowen 
against Delarge, from South Carolina, 
in which they state, according to our 
telegrams to-day ,that there was so much 
corruption on both sides they are unable 
to decide which one of the claimants is 
entitled to the seat. 

Of all the Southern States, South 
Carolina is mo stat the mercy of politi- 
cal rogues and swindlers. It is true 
that Arkansas, Louisiana and Alabama 
are reaping some of the bitter fruits of 
Radical reconstruction, but the parties 
are so evenly balanced numerically, that 
the influence of the true men of the 
State is felt and acknowledged. 

But in South Carolina, the situation 
of affairs is even more deplorable. 
With the Legislature overwhelmingly 
Radical, with a Governor who has 
openly been charged with leading mcm. 
bers of his own pariy with being a thicf 
and a swindler, with a unanimous Rad- 
ical Congressional delegation, with a 
United Staies Senator lately released 
from jail on bail, to answer the charge 
of obtaining his seat by bribery, with a 
State debt so enormously increased that 
not even the Governor or Siate Treasur- 
er can appromimate its real amount— 
with sucha dark prospect before it as 
no State or people has ever had, the con- 
dition of South Carolina is indeed pit- 
lable and humiliating.

POSTAL TELEGRAPH. 


The question of the union of the 
telaera ph with the postal service will 
come up for conzideration in the Senate 
on Monday next, upon a bill and report 
made by the unanimous yote of the 
Senate Post Office Committee. The 
beneficial results claimed from the union 
are that facilities will be greatly increas- 
ed, by muking all post offices on or near 
telegraph circuits, 
offices. This will give from 5,000 to) 
8,000 new offices without discontinuing 
any oldones. Therates will be reduced 
one-half, and the length of the message 
increased over 80 per cent., and for 29 
cents a message of 25 words can be sent 
at night 1,000 miles. Therates to the 
press will be reduced to as great an 
extent, and for 75 cents 100 words can 
be sent 500 miles. The system will be 
in harmony with the mail service, letters 
and telegrams being received and 
delivered through the Post Office, 
transmitted between offices by contrac- 
tors, owning and operating lines of rail» 
road or telegraph, at rates fixed by Con- 
gress, This plan will give cheap 
telegraphy without cost to _ the 
Government, as the postage of five cents, 
to be paid on each telegram, will cover 
allexpenses. I find that a large number 
of Democrats favor the measure—some 
on its own merits, and others, because 
they believe, if this pian is not, now 
adopted, a Government telegrapiewill 
be forced upon the country, and every 
Democratic member infinitely prefers 
this to that.

New York Matters. 
New York, Jan. 20.—The drama 


The Indian War—Defeat of the Uni- 
ted States Troops. 


San Francisco, Jan. 20.—A despatch 
from Yraka, to day state that a message 
had just arrived from Gen. Wheator, 
commanding the troops in action 
against Medoc Indians announcing that 
a severe battle was fought last Friday 
by the troops under the command of 
Gen. Wheaton,consisting of 250 regulars, 
two companics of Oregon volunteers 
and 25 riflemen of California under the 
command of Capt: Fairchild, making 
altogether about 400 men, The battle 
took place near the Eastern shore of 
Tule lake. Capt. Bernord on Thursday, 
went around the north end of the lake 
to the east side and to east of Capt. 
Jack’s position. He was to advauce 
aguinst Captain Jack, from the east and 
General Wheaton, from the southwest. 
The forces on the latter to be under 
cover of the fire of the Howitzers. On 
Thursday night such a dense fog 
evelopcd the country that they could 
not see forty yards. The two forces 
were nbout twelve miles apart, though 
to communicate with each other it was 
necessary to go a much greater distance. 
Friday morning Captain Bernard 
opened the battle against Captain 
Jack, who haa about two hundred 
warriors concealed among rocks 
along a line of two miles in tength. 
General Wheaton heard the firing and
